STATEMENT 


Subsequent Lo the passage of Senate Resolution de. Righty -second 
Congress, agreed to February 19, 1951 (authorizing an investigation 
of the personnel needs and practices of the various governmental 
departments and agencies), the Subcommittee on Federal Manpower 
Policies was formed. Such clerical, technical, and other assistants as 
could be employed under the limited appropriation were employed 
and a preliminary study and survey were initiated. It has been found 
that the time limit of Senate Resolution 53 and the appropriation 
provided therein will not be sufficient to allow the subcommittee to 
properly perform its designated functions 

It is the feeling of the Senate Committee on Post Office and Civil 
Service that the resolution (S. Res. 53) should be amended to provide 
that the time limit be extended to March 31, 1952, and that an 
additional appropriation of $225,000 be authori
